1 was commenced,“in 1923-24, $10,000 was available. 
During the year there @ expended for materials and freight 
$1,621.64 and for labour $6,240.20 - a totel of $8,061.84. 


In 1924-25, $20,000 was voted to complete the 
addition. There was expended during the year for materials 
and freight $23,529.84 and for labour $8,116.40 - a total of 
$31,646.24. 


Nothing has been voted for this addition this year, 
with the exception of the furnishings, which are not yet ordered. 
During the past two years, $30,000.00 has been voted and 
$39,708.08 expended. Hereunder are time sheets for labour, 
amounting to $2,666.00, and later, I understand, there will be 
an account for lumber amounting to over $900. 


The expenditure has exceeded the amount provided 
and there was no provision this year for the last few accounts, 
as I understood that the building would be completed. 
However, the addition will have to be finished and furnished 
and I wish to recommend that the account for labour now on 
file and the one for lumber that will be presented in due 


course be paid.

The general health of the pupils appears to be good. 


In the class rooms the work was excellent,as usual,and ¢ 
good progress is being made. 


The grounds are kept tidy and in good condition.There are 
quite a number of trees on these grounds which were not cut 
out,and these make the surroundings much more pleasant than 
the bare open so often found.The outbuildings are also in 
good condition. There is an excellent garden here which provid- 
es eufficient potatoes and vegetables for the school.The unus- 
ually severe winter caused a loss by frost of some of the po 
tatoes in the winter storage root house,so that while the 
school had enough for themselves, they had no surplus as ex~ 
pected.Hens and cows are doing well,and furnish their quota 
for table use. 


The school bigs ie in excellent condition and well 
kept.It ie a good example of the permanency of the stone bx 
building, especially when placed on a solid rock foundation. 
Some of the rooms were not so spotless as usual,as openings 
have been made into the addition,where work is going on,and 
dust is continually passing in. 


Work on the new addition is making gees progress,and 


the building should be ready for occupation in the fall.

The following in explanation re this item. This fjy-wheel 
was broken in transit across the Whiskey Jack Portage,in the 
latter part of the season of 1924,too late to replace same, The 
brokem fly-wheel was patched up and the engine ran in a way,but 
not to capacity,and there was a great element of danger if the 
damaged wheel burst. 1925 

In the month of October/,the Rev'd. Brother Cordeau was in 
Winnipeg,there was only one more steamer going,and he asked me 
if the broken fly-wheel could be replaced,he intimated that the 
engine would be useless practically if this was not done,under 
the ciroumstances I complied with his request. I beg now to sub- 
mit my action for approval, The time was so limited that I had 
catch the stemaer which went out on the 13th oct,1925. 

I have been away so much in December,1925 and January 1926, 
from my officee attending to official duties at Fort Alexander, 
that this and other matters have been held up. 

The New fly-wheel made the engine a complete new engine al- 
most,and possible to run with safety.

When I was speaking to Brother Cordeau about the pressure 
tanks for Cross Lake Indian Residential School,he opended up 
the matter of replacing the pipe of the main sewer of thts in- 
stitution,with a larger pipe, 8" at least. 

The old sewer pipe was 6", this appears to be too smmll to 
preperly carry — all the mteriaa for diseharge through this 
source from the school building with the increased accommodat- 
ion since the new addition was completed. This was the cause 
of overflow or backing up in the basemmt. 

The Reverend Principal makes mention of this,in his letter 
of the 6th instant,and asks for attention. 

The length of this main sewer is about 500 feet. 

Brother Cordeau is in the east at present,and he may be 
calling at the De tment in Ottawa. 

This is an imprtant matter in providing for the disposal 
of the sewerage in a proper manner.

We have your favor of the 10th in reply to which would 
say that our quotation covers exactly what is specified in your 
Oruer #599 were it not for the fact that the boiler is to be installed 
in the Province of Manitoba, and presumably comes under the Manitoba 
Boiler Inspection Law. 


It is not a question of safety; the boiler we have quoted 
is a good boiler and perfectly safe if properly operated; but as we 
understand it the Province of Manitoba requires that all boilers 
except those used on railway locomotives and in steamship service, 
or boilers used in private residences smaller than 30 square feet 
of heating surface, must be built in accordance with the Canadian 
Interprovincial Regulations, and the boiler we have offered you 
would not comply with those regulations; but is our regular cata- 
log construction boiler. It may be possible that boilers used in 
an Indian school are not subject to this inspection, but that is 
@ point on which we have no information, and we would shi 
this boiler for installation in Manitoba unless you relieve us of 
all responsibility of its passing inspection, and agree to pay for 
it whether or no. 


We would like very much to sell you the boiler, but we can- 
not take any chances of shipping the boiler to this distant point 
and then have it rejected, as we believe the inspector would have a 
perfect right to do if it is subject to the regular inspection; nor 
would we care to furnish a boiler built to comply with the Canadian 
Interprovincial Regulations. Our reason for this is that the Canadian 
Provinces have adopted a special boiler inspection law which is dif- 
ferent from anything else in existence and which operates very much 
to the disfavor of manufacturers outside of Canada. It entails a 
4arge amount of expense to get the specifications approved, and on 
account of not having a Canadian inspector in the shop there is a 
severe penalty in the shape of a higher factor of safety; and when 
the Canadian inspectors do come here to inspect throughout con- 
struction they make it just as hard as possible for the American 
manufacturers. We know of a case where an inspector was brought 
here to inspect boilers being built throughout construction, and 
in explanation of the amount of unnecessary work and changes that 
he insisted on he told the manufacturer outright that the Canadian

For some time, iS a have been made 
that a proper barn should be erected at the Cross Lake 
Indian Residential School. The item was crowded out of 
the Estimates for the coming fiscal year; but, following 
the last interview with Father Guy, I marked the request 
as fairly urgent. 


Brother Menard, of the staff, has been sent 
out by the Rev. Principal and he is now in Ottawa in 
connection with the improvements that are necessary at 
the school. He proposes to get out the lumber and put 
up at least the frame of the barn this coming summer. 
The building could be finished in 1950, and, if you 
approve of the scheme, an item will have to be placed 
in our Estimates of a year from now. 


A plan and 4 bill of material have been 
prepared by Beatty Brothers, of Winnipeg. It has been 
estimated that the barn, without silo (which is 
unnecessary at Cross Lake ) would cost approximately 
$7,000. Mr. Orr and I feel that $5,000 is all the 
Department should be asked to put into a barn at any 
northern school, and I wish to recommend that an item 
for this amount be placed in the 1929-30 Ustimates. 
The school management has a small lumber mill at Cross 
Lake and can erect the barn at a cost of very little 
more than $6,000, if they provide some labour by 
members of the staff and the older boys.

Re Lighting Plant of Cross Lake Indian Residential School, 


In the early part of January,1928,I received a letter from 
Mr Arent Gordon of Norway House Arency,with reference to the 
Lighting Plant above mentioned. 

In his letter Mr Arent Gordon made a recommendation that a 
New Switceh-board should be installed,and he gave the firm name 
as placed on the generator of the above named plant. ivhen I rot 
this letter,I consulted with a form of Hlectricians,the Schumach- 
er-liackenzie-Kummen Co,as I could not intelligently make out the 
facts that I sot in this connection from Mr Agent Gordon's letter 

This Electrical farm asted a number of questions and these 

I submitted to Mr Agent Gordon for fuller detailed information, 
at the same time I wrote to Brother Menard who has charge of the 
lighting plant in question. Unfortunately Brother Menard had left 
Cross Lake by the time my letter reached there and it was sent to 
him in the east,he received it,he told me this when he called at 
my office on the 5th instant. I asked him if he had spoken of 
this matter when he was in the Department ak Ottawa on or about 
the 22nd February,he answered in the nerative, as the Brother is 
fully acquainted with all the facts,it was most unlueky that he 
omitted to speak aout this important metter at the time he was 
there,he had my letter and knew what I required. 

When Brother Menard was here we went to the Canadian-Yair- 
banks Morse,and I showed them the correspondence,and tis firm 
told us that a New Switch-board was the safest solution of this 
problem,as this will insure safety. 

Brother Menard told me that in the present condition of the 
01d Switeh-board that there was danger of fire,and that they have 
been very careful about using the plant. This feature of danger 
of fire is a serious one and I fear that the safest and best cure 
is a New Switch-board that will safe-guard the situation in an 
absolute manner, 
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I think I have taken every’ care to determine what is the 
best steps to take,and I have come to the conelusion that the 
01d Switch-board should be removed and replaced with a New one 
and this should be done without any delay. 

If a New Switchboard is decided upon,then this could be 
shipped to Cross Lake via the C.N.R'y and H.B.R'y via fhe Pas 
to Mile 137. I told Brother Menard that I thought this was the 
safest and best proceedure and he agreed with me, It would have 
simplified matters very much if he had introduced the matter to 
you when he was in Ottawa on the 22nd Feb'y,the whole matter 
would have been closed by this time.

I beg to inform the Department that a new engine for 
power for the lighting plant is required at Cross Lake Indim 
Residential school. 


In April last I drew the attention of the Department to 
the fact that the engine used for this purpose was unsatis~- 
factory,being under power.However it ran along until last 
fall,when the crank shaft broke,ripping the vearings out of 
the body,breaking out large pieces of the solid body.Fort- 
unately,a good supply of wood had already been cut,and other 
outside power work done,so that it was possible to move the 
engine which had been used outdide in for the winter.The 
old engine is beyond repair,and would not serve satisfactor- 
ily if it could be repaired. 


The school authorities express a preference for the 
Fairbanks Morse gasoline engine,and state that one of this 
make,of eight horsepower would be satisfactory.I would rec- 
ommend that a new engine of the type asked for be supplied, 
purchased in Winnipeg,and shipped north on the first boat 
to Norway House,or rather addressed to The Principal,Cross 
Iake Indian School,Cross Lake,when it will go direct to 
Whiskey Jack where it will be received by the School.

On my recent inspection of St.Jose,h's Residential 
School at Cross laxe I found that the water intake had been 
frozen and that considerable work had already been done in 
efforts to get water,but with only partial success. new 
pipe line had been laid over the ground,but the lift was too 
great and the water came very slowly,and finally frose in 
the pipes as the weather was very cold. 

The very low water caused the freezeup.I suggested tak- 
ing up the old line to the foot of the hill,from which point 
it should be safe from frost,thawing the pipes,and replacing 
them above the ice and covering them with hay and sawdust. 

i agreed to allow them to get a number of men for a couple 
of days to get this work done without delay,which they did. 
I feel satisfaeci that they will now bw able to get water,but 
they will have to drain the pipes during cold weather ,and 
may find it necessary to use steam to keep the pipes open. 
Misfortunes appeared to come together,as the water 
intake froze,the steam boiler developed a leaky flue,which 
had to be repaired,and the insulation winding came off the 
armature of their generators 
sesides the inconvenience of veing without sufficient w 
water during the time when the pump would not work,the build- 
ing was without water pressure ,and this would have been dis- 
astrous had a fire ocecurredseThe line had been protected as 
well as possible carly in the season,but the water level had 
continued to fall,and the line had been frozen several times, 
but had always opened for steam pressure before. 
In this connection the following will de required by 

an early boat for replacing the water line for the future;-

This afternoon at about 2.45 p.m, the Rev'd Brother T. R. 
Menard of Cross Lake Indian Residential School called on me in 
my office here, He arrived in Winnipeg from Cross Lake on Sate 
urday,the 15th,in the afternoon,coming to the H.B.R'y at Wabowe 
den (mile 137) then via The Pas to Winnipeg. 

He informed me that the School has had a lot of trouble 
with their water supply for the institution, Trouble started 
on or about the 7th December,1929. Since the 15th January ,1930 
they have not had any water from the source of supply,and they 
have been providing water by hauling and delivering by water 
pails from the barrels to the several potite in the school wher 
the water is held for the various services;he said it took about 
250 pails per diem,and in the cold weather experienced since th 
15th Hanuary past,this has been quite a stiff job as well as,ene 
of considerable hardship in cold weather. 

This trouble arises from the unusually low water which is 
so low that the pipe conveying water from the lake to the school 
building is so exposed that it has frozen up,they endeavored to 
open up the pipe by using stemm but this caused a split in the 
pipe,and until it isrpossible to get at the pipe tod repair or 
fix it,the water will not flow.

If the Department decide to grant 
this request,please wire,and I can ship these materials to Wab- 
owden,and from this point the Rev'd Brother can take the whole 
lot by team to the school and have the work done.

Residential School of Cross-Lake and of going on with the 
construction of the Beauval school. Your kind words 
have relieved us from many of the sorrows and cares which 
have assailed us since the sad fires which have destroyed 


so many lives and so much valuable property. 


Your decision of constructing no other but 
fireproof buildings for Indian Residential schools is 
highly commendable for its wisdom and prudence. The 
recurrence of such calamities as have taken place in the 
past is to be prevented by all means possible, 


We understand that for this year, no sub- 
stantial funds for building purposes can be r-lied upon. 
However, we should like to have your directions concerning the 
work which we might 46 this summer as 6 preparation for the 
building operations of next year. 


We would suggest that an expert be sent to 
examine the walls of the burned school at Gross Lake in 
order to determine whether they can be used in a new 
building. As far as I could judge, these walls are still 
in a fairly good condition and as the stress in a fireproof 
building isnot so much on the walls as on the inside 
pillars, I am inclined to think that they might be used 
to advantage. This of course would aave much time and 
much expense.

Pursuant to your order of June I7th., I visited 
the ruins of this School and beg to offer my report as follows. 
Walls which are built of Stone are still standing 
and with a few exceptions are in good shape. If a portion of 
the front wall, “see photograph I", measureing 50 feet from 
the wall of the new wing was taken down to level of Ist storey 
window sill and first three walls between windows on ground 
floor to window sills. Walls of new wing adjoining, “see 2", 
al eo wall of new wing which faces the same direction as front, 
"see 5", were taken down to ground level. Wall on top storey 
facing Chapel, see 5, taken down for approximate width of 20 
feet to Ist floor ceiling joice and wall on original buflding, 
see I0, taken down to top of 2nd floor joice and inside wall of 
‘' / top storey to Ist floor ceiling joice, which was the west wall 
of original building and these rebuilt with stone, ail walls 
could then be used for new structure, including the rebuild- 
) ing of all parapet walls on original building, or first three 
. storey part of structure. A few places would have to be re- 
yw pointed. 
All window and door arches and sills in original 
portion would require new brick arches or plastered with 
cement over present brick, also window sills likewise. 
. All openings would require new lintels on inside 
and portion over same rebuilt with stone or brick. Where 
face walls are blackened with smoke these could be re-pointed. 
Inéide of all walls if used to be thoroughly re-pointed or 


plastered. 

All floors in original building including basement 
loor were of wood. Provision could be made to insert Steel 
ofce construction.

fSlase condition. 
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Water supply intake pipe broken, would require

11 foundation walls are in first ciase condition, 
being all laid on solid rock when constructed. 

All present chimneys are as perfect as when built. 

If present walls, with the above noted changes are 
to be used, construction should take place before winter sets 
in for if walls are left as at ro and become wet and freese 
T would not like to forcast what would happen to them, but am 
afraid that they would further need to be taken down and rebuilt. 

All entrance porches or verandahs to be entirely rebuilt. 

All fire escapes to be new. 

I am enclosing photos of present ruins which will give 
you a better idea as to the condition ef the walls, numbers 
starting at front and travel right, around building. I failed 
to photograph No. 2. 

Tf the department have the original drawings I could 
mark better the portions to be rebuijt; but, would recommend 
that reeconstruction be undertaken in the very near future if 
present wall are to be used which, in my opinion would be a 
considerable saving. 

There is only the one interior wall, veing the end wall 
of original three storey structure, and this with the exception 
of top storey which I have previously mentioned to be taken down, 
“{s in good shape with the exception of the openings, they will 
require — and lintels to be rebuilt. 

trust this report and photographs will be of material 
assistance to you.

Owing to the requirements of our Accounting Branch, fina 
it necessary to return these accounts to Mr. Agent Gordon in 
order that he oan attach them to proper voucher forms and 
certify thon. Mr. Gordon is being inatructed to return the 
accounts to the Department for payment as soon as possible. 


Permit me to point out that the Department does 
not usually supply such a variety of food ae has apparently 
been supplied - thie opinion is founded on a review of the 
accounts which show purchases of such articles as pickles, 
canned plums, shelled nutes, icing suger, gelatine, raisins 
and ourrants. It is considered that only staple articles 
should be Ape ype and that the midday meal served at the 
school, while as appetizing and nourishing as possible under 
the ciroumatances, should not inolude fancy groceries. I 
feel you will agree with me that the Department's attitude 
in thie matter is reasonable and that the supplying of only 
staple articles will result in a considerable saving.

Many of the articles enumbrated must have been exchanged 
at the school for flour,fish,vegetables and meats-eHowever, 
I am certifying the Vouchers,as I am assured that we have 
received equivalent value for the amount herein stated. 


There should be no further difficulty of this nature, 
as the arrangement for the present year is the same as for 
the other Day Schools-This change was made at the request 
of Rev.G.%.Trudeau,who was then Principal of st.Joseph's 
School. 


With regard to this latter arrangement,may I refer to 
my letter of Auge24th,1955,in which I stated that the Rev. EAKM 
Principal had requested such an arrangement,and to Department's 
letter 123-7-5,of Septel5th,1935, in which I am instructed to 
arrange a supply of biscuits for this schoole 


I have forwarded from my supply some 500 lbs. of biscuits 
as well as a share of the beans ,ricegsugar,salt and cocoa 
supplied by the Department for this purpose-Owing to lateness 
of receipt,rush of freighting to God's Lake,early freeze up, 
and deep snow,making the muskegs bad for travelling,these 
supplies did not reach Cross Lake until the end of December. 
Since, ,however,the Indians had plenty of fish,and trapping was 
good,so that there should be a good supply of food,the need 
was not so great for a noon day meal,as it will be later-The 
attendance of day pupils was also small,owing to the epidemic 
of whooping cough.

The Brother Menard and myself have been very sorry 
to have missed your last visit. We had to speax to you about 
our present Day sthool- ‘Ye will try to do that to day on 
tais letter. You have seen that day school. Although it 
looks not too bad we are absolutely obliged to pull down the 
whole building and rebuilt on @ smaller scale and very simple. 
As it is now it is very cola; tne roof leaks all over; the 
floor is all wowey (?)- It is too big and practically 
impossible to repair because the walls and ceilings will 
fall down alone. The present building is 58 X 22 ft and we 
would rebuild 36" X% 18 and will try to use all the good 
lumber out of it for first ply outside inside and flooring. 
For that we want the Department of Indian Affairs to give us 
a help by supplying the following materials herewitn enclosed 
whieh materials should be sent if possible by the first boat 
of the Selkirk Navigation Co as we intenu to do the work 
quick in order to have the pbuilding ready for next opening 
of s@hool on September. The expenses will not amount to 
much more than $300.00 and it will mace agood building, that 
could be very useful later on, even if the Department intend 
to build a new boarding school as we hope in the coming 
future.

I beg to forward herewith a copy of a letter I 
have received from Revs Henry Boissin 0.M.I. Principal 
of the R.C.School at the Cross Laxe Reserve, accompanied 
by a requisition for certain building materials, for 
the purpose of erecting a new day school building, after 
razing the present building, aud using what material 
that could be salvaged from that in addition. 


When I was at the Cross Lake Reserve last month 
the Principal was away to Norway House, and I did not 
see him. I saw all the Sisters, but the matter of a 
new day school was not mentioned. 


The present day school building, I understand 
was formerly used as the R.C.Church. It is a very 
roomy place, with a fairly high ceiling, and is a far 
better building than the Uniteu Church day school on the 
same reserve. However, I did not examine the building 
closely enouga to find the defects mentioned in the 
Reverend Principal's letter, and am therefore not ina 
position to verify nis statements. 


Tne school was nicely heated, and very clean. I 
did not notice anything wrong witn tne floor. 


However, if the roof leaks all over, that is a 
matter that should no doupvt be remedied, unless the 
Department will aeceve to the Principal's request for 
the materials asked for, for a new building.

Dear Sir : 


In answer to your telegram of the ord instant 
concerning the Cross Lake School 3: 


I am womewhat surprised to read in the telegram 
that "No authority has been given for purchase of equipment 
although accounts ares being reesived from different firms." 
In equipment, for which accounts you may have received, I 
do not see anything besides desks and other school supplies 
thet were ordered through the Indian Agent at Norway House, 
consequently following the ordinary procedure. by equipment, 
also, I hope you do not mean the electric system and lamps, 
or necessary supplies for the laundry and bakery. However, 
all these articles are listed in a report sent on request 
to thé Department last Janwary so as to figure up the approx- 
{mate cost for the rest of the construction. 


Since the school will be finished at the beginning 
of December, I hardly think it is the intention of the Depart- 
ment to leave it idle till the following September in 1940, 
Furthermore, since navigation over Lake Winnipeg will soon 
come to an end with the coming freeze-up, we took the initia- 
tive to buy only what was strictly necessary in furniture, 
dishes, beds, blankets, clothing. We have not as yet received 
the invoices to enable us to say just what will be the total 
costs. 


As in all constructions, the estimate cost will 
probably be exceeded, but I do not think it will be above

Dear Bir: 


I have baen g pointed when I saw the beds 

bought by the Desprmment for our school. They are too wide 
to be suitable for thé dormitories and moreover they don't 
match those bought last fall from Ashdown Company. If you 
look down onthe invoice No.65563, you will find out that the- 
re were : 

15 Bungalow Beds No.57 2'6" x 6° 

35 " " " " 2°*54"x 5'6" 


The beds bought from the Globe Bedding Co. on Sep- 
tgdmber 7th., are: 


29 Bungalow Beds 4° 6" x 3! 
26 be * X 3° 


I wonder what is the reason that they are so wide 
as it is not necessary for comfort and as they would look 
more proportionated if they were narrower as they are shorter. 
The mean objection I have is, taht they take too much floor 
space uselessly. With these it means that we lose fourteen 
feet of floor space in each dormitory. There is no doubt it 
would be too crowded. Hence,in my opinion, they have to be 
returned and so the mattresses, at any cost. 


What makes me more sorry about it, is that besides 
the additional cost for transport, I am sure there be depre- 
ciation on the beds as they are in a certain way danaged. 

The water is so lo: this fall that the barge can not come * 
to™fock at our ware-house. They have to unload out on a point, 
From there we haul the freight by canoe. It is where the beds 
were unloaded, The first day the boat arrived, we hurried 

up to get in the shed all peris&mable goods. We did not have 
time to put the beds in. They were left outside well covered. 
The next day it has rain all day. Too much dampness and pos- 
sibly rain have caused the cable fabric to rust on some of 
them. 


If I have had been tehre when the boat came, I would: 
have reshipped then at once. ‘hen I was aware of the kinfd 
of beds we had received, the voat was gone. 


They were left on this point for the next boat that 
was Supposed to come only this week. Without giving us any 
notice, I hear they have come last week. What have they done 
with the beds, I can not say. More likely, they should have 
have taken them on the boat and reshipped them to the Globe 
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dding Co. They will ve at the manufacture before you receive 
Notice of it. 


I would have likedto have your advice before 
taking any action. I could not delay any more as,undoubtedly, 
it is the last boat this fall. I would not have cared to 
keep them over winter 4s yery provably they would have recei- 

ved more damage , specaadly the mattresses whieh would have 
been spoiled by the mice. 


I had no opportunity to take information from 
Father Trudeau. It would have been to late to send them 
back, 


I understand plainly you will feel sorry about 
it, but I should think you will approve what I have done, 
realizing that smaller beds meet far better the needs. I had 
even asked Pather Trudeau to try to get 24" width for the 
4' 6" beds. 


have to point out to you also that on 
Purchase Order the five foot beds are juoted at $6.97. 
Manufacture invoices they are charged at $9.97 


It wbuld not be possible and pr ctical to buy 
smaller beds this fall and have them shipped out by railway. 
The winter roads are not good enough for that purpose and 
the freight would amount too much, The only thing to do is 
to wait until next spring to have them in. It will be awkward 
to do without them this winter, put I think we will have to. 


I would ask you to buy the mattresses now 
and have them shipped ouf by rail around November 20th. 
The lenght for the beds and mattresses is correct, out the 
width should not be more than 2! 54". Address them Via 
Wabowden C/O A.#ieroni. 


At the exception of the sewing machines, I 
have not yet received anything else of what was purchased. 
Vore likely it has arrived on last week boat and as it has 
been outside under cover for pretty near a week I wonder 
how these furnitures will be. 


l feel really sorry to give you so much trou- 
ble and to seem to be dissatisfied, although I understand 
that lots has been done for us, I can not help it, it has 
to be done. However, I would like you to rest assure of our 
gratitude. If these shippments had been done earlier, lots 
of troubles, expenses and lost could have been avoided. 
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I hope this experience will convince’ of the 
importance to clear every matter regarding the northern dis- 
tricts as soon as convenient in the early summer. 


As soon as the merchandises arrive, I will 
endeavour to send the tertified invoices. They may be late 
as it may freeze up before I have time to send them in,

The quotation which you forwarded 
involved an expenditure of $1756.50 and the 
Surveys & Engineering Branch was unable to secure 
from you all the information that they required in 
order to decide if such expensive equipment was 
warranted. 


Under the circumstances I regret that 
it was found impossible to arrange purchase before 
the end of Mareh. Our appropriation has been re- 
duced for the current fiseal year and an expenditure 
of the amount mentioned above cannot be considered. 
It was only found possible to include in the current 
year’s appropriation an amount of $500.00 for repairs 
and improvements at the Cross Lake Sehool during the 
current fiscal year.

I am forwarding herewith for your 
information, copy of a letter received by lr. Mills, 
Chief Engineer, from the Rev. A. Chamberland, Principal 
of the Indian Residential School at Cross Lake, in which 
he requests authority to change partitions in several 
class rooms at the expense of the school authorities, 
and suggests that the Department purchase a luplicate 
diesel engine for the school. Sketch plans showing the 
proposed partition alterations are attached. 

Our Architectural Division have 


checked over these and state that the changes can be

made without prejudicing in any way the upper floor 
and whether or not the changes should be allowed 
rests in the discretion of your Branch. If they are 
made, the school authorities should forward an accurate 
plan of the changes after they have been completed. 


In regard to the purchase of a dup- 


licate diesel engine, there should be no serious break- 
dowm of the present power plant if it is properly looked 
However, as mentioned by the Reverend Chamberland, 
the school is in an isolated locality and repair parts 
would not likely be obtained promptly. If a spare engine 
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is to be purchased, it is suggested that inquiries be made 
as to the possible saving in buyine a smaller engine, i.e. 
one that would give emergency service only and be limited 


in capacity to supplying essential power for the water pump, 
heating plant and lighting.

Since receiving your letter of July 16th regarding 
proposed changes in the partitionsof a few of the rooms 
of the Cross Lake Residential School, I wrote to His Excellency 
Bishop M. Lajeunesse, O.M.I. and received an answer to my 
letter this morning. 


His Excellency was himself very much surprised to 
learn that some of the changes were advisable if not quite 
necessary. He attributes this to the want of experience of 
both Rev. Father Chamberland and the Mother Superior in 
charge of the School. 


Of all the changes proposed, His Excellency advises 
there is one which is imperative, and that is the enlarging 
of the classroomf for the very mall children. This is to be 
done at the expense of the Principal's office. As far as the 
chapel is concerned, His Excellency admits that it is rather 
small, but will not advise enlarging it by doing away with 
the solarium, unless the Doctor advises that this solarium is 
of no practical utility, and that the School can very well 
get along without it. 


The question of the supplying of a Diesel engine 
igs one to which the Department should give careful attention. 
It should be borne in mind that Cross Lake is about 400 miles 
from Winnipeg and there are times during the year when it 
would take about six weeks for repair parts to be shipped from 
Winnipeg. The heating plant depends for its proper functionning 
on an electrically-operated condensation pump. Should the 
Diesel engine break down in the Winter, there would be no way 
of operating the heating plant. Great damage might result in 
the freezing of the radiators and the plumbing system.

How I will be lonesome once more in my little house, 
nobody to help me,no one to speak with...but I must remember that the 
life of a priest must be a perpetual sacrifice. 

Now I will tell you what I did on 
my way beck. I met good people all over and everywhere. First I stopped 
at Three Rivers,after I left ,uebec, then Cap~de-la Medeleine,and Montreal. 
I tried to pay a visit to all those who have peen so kind to me and gené=- 
rous to my mission, wanted to visit too the parents of our Fathers but 
they were too many it was impossible. I was veally sorry. It was impossi- 
ble to ask to me to these different places when we know that the gas is 
rationed on account of the was, so with the tires.At Ottawe the good 
brothers the "Schlastics" have been kind and sympagfhetic,they did not seem 
to pay attention to my language and manners which resemble( involuntarily) 
to the language and manners of my people. At Toronto I met several persons 
who aid not know what to do to help the Missions. We are all Canadians, 
so all brothers, of course this is what we should be. To all my most 

sincere thanks, 

Prom Winnipeg to +e Pas,as I went to 
se His wxcellency Bishop Lajeunesse, I met several Fathers.Time flew in 
such company.I stopped at Saskatoon,at St. Paul's Hospital,where I met the 
good Sister Buckley and Sister Vincent,the Superior. They have been so 
kind to me that I heve no words to express my gratitude. I also vent to 
the Academy od Sion. I saw the Superior and the pupils. I also met there 
a Canadian,a well cultivated person from St. George-de-Beauce. From North 
Battleford to Meadow-Lake we took a whole dey to travel one hundred miles. 
This remembered me my dogs sleds.As the Oblates are found everywhere I 
was well received by them everywhere, 

On Wednesday morning I took the truck 
tov Ile-a-la Crosse. We had a few incidents, We had to shovel the snow 
snee in a while to avoid trucks left along the road.I had my dinner with 

Vather Berne- Rollande at Green sake. Finally I wes at Ile-a-la Crosse 
at two o'clock the next morning.When there is a will there is a way... 
we finally arrived here.I think it would be wiser to stop now even if Il 
have some more to say because if T ‘wait to continue at Chagona I do not } 
_now when I could #fnish it I am persuaded that I will not have peace for 4 
a while there,and I wish to thank you you have been s0 kind to me. 

My sincere thanks to all the Parish 
Priest and their Vicars who have been so ki nd to me in all ways. Thanks 
also to you all dear parents, benefactors, benefactresses. To you all I 
desize to express my most heartfelt wishes for a Merry Christmas and a 
Hapoy New Year. During the solemn moment of Mass,every morning I pray God 
to bestow on you His most Prechous Blessings. May the Almighty give you 
strength to bear the heavy burden of sufferings of the present life.

out the necessity for providing a new residence for the 
Principal and male members of the staff of the Cross Lake 
Residential School. 


The building which they are now occupying was 
built several years ago and has reached such a stage that 
it is impossible to properly repair it. 


after consulting with the principal of Cross 
Lake, Bishop Lajeunesse states that he considers a suitable 
building could be erected for $5000.00. He requests the 
Department provide half of this amount, or $2500.00, which 
would provide the materials neede@’, and the Bishop himself 
will provide the other half, covering the cost of the 
labour and any material that could not be purchased from 
the amount allowed by the Department. 


I feel you will agree with me that it is 
most important to have proper housing accommodation for 
the Principal and male staff at the Cross Lake School and 
I feel that the Bishop's request is a very reasonable one. 
He is prepared to arrange purchase of the material at the 
lowest cost and forward to the Department receipted accounts 
for the amount of $2500.00. I trust that your Branch will 
find it possible to provide the funds immediately for the 
purpose mentioned above.

I am sending forward herewith a letter re- 
ceived from the Peverend father J. 0. Plourde, 0.."., 
the subject matter of which, you will note, is self- 
explanatory. 


The records indi-ate that the Cross Leke 
Residential School was totally destroyed by fire in the 
year 1930 and rebuilt during the fiscal year 1938-5°. 
Tt would appear, however, that no provision has been 
made at any time for the construction of a residence 
a for the principal and the male members of the 
steff. 


The desirability of providing additional 
accoxsodation for the prinsizel of the school and for 
the pupils in attendance at Cross Leake was discussed 
very fully with me by Dr. Corrigan when he visited this 
Branch a few veeks o. In this connection may I refer 
you to a letter received from Dr. A. Corrigan, dated 
July 6, 1945 - File 125-1-1A. The Cross Lake Sehool had 
at this date an authorized enrolment of 120, for which 
per capita grants were paid at the rate of $175.00. Dr. 
Co an was emphatic in his belief, however, that this 
enrolment should be substantially reduced. [n response 
to the representations made to us by Dr. Corrigan at 
that time, the enrolment at the school was reduced from 
100 to 60 pupils - see letter to Bishop Lajeunesse, dated 

3, 1943. Dr. Corrigan described the residence now 
occupied by the principal and certain male menbers of the 
staff as a dilepidated, insanitary shack. He pointed out 
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Indian Affairs.

Since writing to you on September 15th last, I received 
another letter from His Excellency Bishop Lajeunesse concerning the 
proposed residence for the Principal of the Cross Lake Indian Residential 
School. 


This letter was written after receiving from Reverend 
Father Trudeau, the Principal of Gross Lake, further information regard - 
ing the approximate cost of this new residence. As a consequence, 
Bishop Lajeunesse informs me, and he wishes that the information be 
conveyed to the Department, that 4t will be impossible to erect a proper 
home and residence for the male staff of Cross Lake, for less than 
$7,000. Materials have increased so much in price, and labour, at 
least such as will have to be imported from Winnipeg, will cost in most 
cases twice what it would have before the war. 


Whilst it is the Bishop's desire that most of the work 
be done by logals mechanics, the electrical installation, the heating 
plant, the plastering, 411 items which must be figured at Winnipeg City 
prices, plus transportation, both ways, and even the payment of wages 
whilst the mechanics are travelling. 


In view of the above, I am advised to ask for the sum 
of $3,500. 


If you have not as yet written your memorandum to the 
Minister's office, I hope that you will enclose the above amount instead 
of that which I mentioned in my letter of September 15th last.

Since writing to you on September 15th last, 
I received another letter from His Excellency Bishop 
Lajeunesse concerning the proposed residence for the 
Principal of the Cross Lake Indian Residential School. 


This letter was written after receiving from 
Reverend Father Trudeau, the Principal of Cross Lake 
further information regarding the approximate cost of this 
new residence, As a consequence, Bishop Lajeunesse in- 
forms me, and he wishes that the information be conveyed 
to the Department, that it will be impossible to erect a 
proper home and residence for the male staff of Cross Lake 
for less than $7,000, Materials have increased so much in 
price, and labour, at least such as will have to be im- 
orted from Winnipeg, will cost in most cases twice what 
t would have before the war. 


Whilst it is the Bishop's desire that most of 
the work be done by local mechanics, the electrical instal- 
lation, the heating ee the plastering, all items which 
must be figured at Winnipeg City prices, plus transport- 
ation, both ways, and even the payment of wages whilst 
the mechanics are travelling. 


In view of the above, I am advised to ask for 
the sum of $3,500. 


If you have not as yet written your memorandum 
to the Minister's office, I hope that you will enclose the 
above amount instead of that which I mentioned in my letter 
of September 15th last.

I am sending forward herewith a letter re- 
ceived from the Reverend Father J. 0, Plourde, 0.M.'., 


the subject matter of which, you will note, is self- 
explanatory. 


The records indicate that the Cross Lake 
Residential School was totally destroyed by fire in the 
year 1930 and rebuilt during the fiscal year 1938-39. 
It would appear, however, that no provision has been 
made at any time for the construction of a residence 
= for the principal and the male members of the 
staff. 


The desirability of providing additional 
accommodation for the principal of the school and for 
the pupils in attendance at Cross Lake was discussed 
very fully with me by Dr. Corrigan when he visited this 
Braneh a few weeks ago. In this connection may I refer 
you to a letter received from Dr. A. Corrigan, dated 
July 6, 1943 - File 123-1-1A. The Cross Lake School had 
at this date an authorized enrolment of 190, for which 
per capita grants were paid at the rate of $175.00. Dr. 
Corrigan was emphatic in his belief, however, that this 
enrolment should be substantially reduced, In response 
to the representations made to us by Dr. Corrigan at 
that time, the enrolment at the school was reduced from 
100 to 80 pupils - see letter to Bishop Lajeunesse, dated 
July 13, 1943. Dr. Corrigan described the residence now 
occupied by the principal and certain male members of the 
staff as a dilapidated, insanitary shack. He pointed out

that inasmuch as no provision could be made for the 
accommodation of the principal in the school building 
iteelf, a principal's residence and one sufficiently 
‘ large to ac te all sale meabers of the staff 
should be built by the Department at the earliest 
possible date.

Mr. Hoey has submitted to me two memoranda dealing with the 
above noted, dated September 20 and Septesber 24, respectively. These 
memoranda I am enclesing with copies of relevent correspondence from 
Pethor Plourde. 


In forwarding you this information with Father Plourde's request 
I regret that I cannot recommend that this proposal be given favourable 
consijeration at this time. 


Qur pest experience of uniertakinge under arrangements eimiler 
to those proposed in this case has teught us that euch schemes rarely turn 
out satisfactorily. Usually the cost exceeds the original estimete. 
Examples may be cited in the Berens River building, the Cross Lave school 
itself, the Sandy Bay school and the Kenore echool. 


Even if the methods euggected were acceptable I would still 
feel that « number of projects in connection with schoole and other depart- 
mental buildings should receive firet consideration. In the Schools 
Division there are « number of buildings urgently required and which should 
be proceeded with s¢ soon as money, lebour ond material ore available. 
Among these I shall cite only a fews day schools in Prince Uiward Ielad 
and Nova Seotias the replacement of the Caughnawoga senior school which 
was destroyed by fire nesrly two years ago; the Caughnawaga teachers’ 
residence; the replacement of the classroom building at File fille and 
aleo at Alberni which were completely destrayed by fire. 


The best example to illustrate the point under discussion ie one 
affecting the Crosse Lake Reserve itself. The day school on this reserve 
under the auspices of the United Church was burned « year ago and hag not 
yet been replaced.

I beg to report that during my visit to the 
Cross Lake keserve, during the week of January 22nd last, I 
inspected the Cross Lake K.C.Indian xesidential school, and 
spent a full half day in each of the three class rooms. 


In the Junior class room, where the Grade 1 
and 'Beginners' _— were, there were 32 pupils present - 
1]-boys and 15-girls. The work of these pupils was very 
creditable. Their reading aloud was quite good; also simple 
arithmetic on the blackboard, and spelling. their book work 
too was good. All these pupils were clean and well clothed, 
and the discipline was very good. The teacher was keenly 
interested in her work. All the class room furniture of 
every kind was in excellent condition. The register was 
marked up to date. 


In the boys room there were four grades peing 
taught - grades 2, 3, 4, and 5. There were 30 boys present, 
all clean and well clothed and tidy in every respect. ‘he 
work of these boys was very good in every way; reading, spelling, 
book work, and blackboard work. The discipline was was very 
good, and the teacher well qualified for her work and showing 
great interest in it. The class room and all its furnishings 
= in excellent condition. The register was marked up to 

ate. 


In the girls room, there were pupils in six grades, 
from grade 2 to grade 7 inclusive, there being a total of 34 


girls present. all these girls were doing very good work and 
showing interest. Their book work was especially good being 

neat, clean, and accurate generally. The discipline was very 
good, and the teacher very interested and keen about her work. 

the register was marked up to date. ‘the class room and furnishing 
were all in excellent condition, and all the pupils clean and well 
clothed. 


{here was a total of 96 pupils in residence in 
the school, and all 96 were in the class rooms, none being absent 
on account of sickness ot any other cause. 


Whe dormitories, dining rooms, kitchen, laundry, 
and all other departments of this school are kept in spotless 
condition. whe high pressure steam boiler was not in operation 
as the flues had worn out, and a new set had been ordered from 
Winnipeg. The electric light and power plant at this school 
is entirely dependent upon one single 10 H.P. Diesel engine, and 
if for auy reason this engine broke down considerable trouble 
would ensue. I asked to see what repair parts they had on hand 
for emergency, and found that there was practically nothing in 
this line. 1 therefore asked the Principal and the engineer to 
make up a list of repair parts immediately, which they did. ‘this 
list is being forwarded to the Department in th 
requisition, with a separate covering lette

Cross Lake Indian Boa 

This school is situated in an isolated 
area and the Rev. Father is greatly concerned, and rightly 
so, about his one engine and generator. If the engine 
should fail at any time the school would be without light 
or water - in fact, it could not continue to operate. 
TI think a second unit should be installed. There is 
plenty of room, consequently no additional expenses will 
be reauired for building purposes. The total cost would 
be for the engine, generator and wages for someone to see 
that it is properly installed. I think the Department 
should give this request serious consideration. If the 
school were close to 6 railroad f would not make the 
recommendation; but a bad break in equipment at this 
dsolated point would be serious and perhaps repairs could 
not be secured for weeks. There are often weeks when 
communication to the outside is impossible and this is 
especially bad at freeze-up and again in the spring 
during break-up.

My dear Mr. Phelan. 


I am in receipt todey, of a letter 
from Reverend Father G.E. Trudeau, O.M.I., Principal of 
the above school, regarding the necessity of the purchase 
of an auxiliary lighting plant. 


Cross Lake is about 450 miles North of 
Winnipeg and can only be reached in the summer time when 
the boats are rumming. For at least eight months of the 
year, the place is inaccessible. The school being modern, 
the heating plant is partly operated by electricity, as there 
is a motor for pumping returns to the boiler and in case of 
a breakdown of the electrical plant, there would be no way 
of operating the heating plant with the consequence that 
everything in the school would freeze. The damage thus 
caused, would be so severe that everything must be done to 
prevent it. 


I am informed that all the inspectors 
and agents that have visited the school, have commented 
adversely on this situation and have, at various times, 
requested your Devartment to supply an auxiliary electrical 
plant. Whilst the War was on, it was possibly difficult 
to purchase this plant but now that we are at peace with 
the wide world, such a plant should be secured immediately 
and installed during the coming summer months.

I recently spent a week on the Uross Lake 
Reservation. I visited homes on the xeservation, wg 
gave pep talks to the Presidentgof the women's 
home-makers clubs and inspected both Schools, which 
are both doing very well. 


I stayed at the &.C, St Josenvh's 
Residential School and was very imoressed with 
the excellent work that is being done here. I 
attended their Christmas concert and noticed that 
they have considerable musical talent, both on 
the staff and among the pupils. The only instrument 
they have for teaching music is an ancient niano 
which is hideously out of tune. I under stand 
from Vather Trudeau that it is imvossible to tune 
it, as the pegs which hold the wires are 
their sockets and slin and lose tension. 
recommend that for the good of the work being 
that they be nrovided with a new instrument. 


There is in the city of Glasgow, 
Scotland, a firm which manufactures a svecies of 
piano known as a 'Duleitonet, It has all the att- 
ributes of a piano but instead of wires ¥ ich 
need constant tuning, tuning forks are used. his 
instrument is compact, light, and easily portable 
and never requires tuning. it was built especially 
for the tronics. It seems to me that it is the ideal 
instrument for Northern isolated schools like 
Gross Lake. The cost as 1 remember it, was in the 
neighborhood of about 9300.00 but I am not sure.

I was at this school last week and while there 
the Sister Superior asked me if anything was being done about 
the new oven and the YaylorSinger Sewing machines which were 
requested for the school by me in a letter to the Depart- 
ment d/22 Dee 1945 under file 1-A. I told the Sister 
Superior that I had never received 4 reply to my request 
but told her that I would write again. The sewing machines 
requested are 2 in number as follows: Taylor's Singer 
Sewing Machine 31K15-EC503742. These machines are needed 
to cope with the heavy ex-service materials when it is 
converted to garments suitable for the children. With 
regard to the oven I obtained the following data:- The one 
requested is Economy Oven #3 Serial 1066, the manufacturer 
Jean J. Daoust & Co, St Boniface, Manitoba. The present 
oven is inadequate to the needs of the school. There are 
in all, 125 bodies to feed, six sacks of flour are used 
per week which produces 600 loaves of bread. The present 
oven can only bake 50 loaves at one time. At the time of 
writing you previously, I also enclosed a letter from the 
Principal the Reverend G.E, Trudeau, OMI, which was d/ 
December 18 1945.

With reference to your recent correspondence with 
the Department of Indian Affairs, more particularly your 
letter of the 12th February last, which has been transferred 
to this Department, with the enclosures mentioned therein, 
namely - a statement dated Norway House the 27th September, 
1877, by Duncan Sinclair, D.L.S., and two informal transfers 
from Thomas Garson to John H. Folster and from the latter to 
the Reverend Fathers Oblate of Mary Immaculate, I have the 
honour to inform you that until a survey of the lot which you 
apply for on behalf of the Reverend Oblate Fathers of Mary 
Immaculate has been made in the regular way no patent therefor 
can be issued, nor is the Department in a position at present 
to give you any assurance that the application of the Oblate 
Fathers will be granted, as the evidence submitted in support 
thereof does not appear to be sufficient to warrant such a 
grant being made. In any event the authority of the Governor 
in Council would first have to be obtained. 

In order to establish the claim in question 
evidence should be submitted to the Department in the form of 
a statutory declaration made by some person cognizant of @11 
the facts and corroborated by two or more witnesses, setting 
out therein that the original claimant, Charles Creight, was

As the Revd Father Lecog will probably 
be away to Winnipeg for an indefinite time,I had an interview with 
the Revd Pathe? Thomas,who is hi@ assistant,in connection with the + 
site of the new R-C-Boarding Schools 

Revd Father Thomas and myself 
discussed the site of the new school fully. In hid statement to me 
he said that the site chosen was about 2 of a mile south of the Hud- 
son's Bay Trading Post on the Nelson River. 

After making careful in- 
-vestigations as to a site for their new Boarding school along the 
Jack River and the Nelson River,they finelly selected this place as 
being a good site. The principal objection they had to Jack river was 
rock,and as the river is very grassy it makes it impossible to use 
a Tug steamer in connection with their school. This Tug stem-boat 
which they are about to build is to be used in the transportation 
he building material for their school and also for freighting the 
supplies after-wards. 
The site chosen was selected on account 
being no rock to contend with in the making of the Basement 


shee and the laying of a pipe to the river for clean water for the 

use of the school§ There is also a qantity of good land for a large 
garden which they contemplate using, so as to give the pupils instruct~ 
eions in gardening and the raising of all kinds of vegetables,which 

ogght to be very useful to the pupils in future.

No.2 is the school 
land on which we have been cutting construction and cord wood 
for a number of years. It is now almost exhausted,and,on account 
of numerous marshes and patches of bare rock,cannot be used fér 


pape 2 purposes. No.3 shows the place where we wish to obtain

a section for cutting cord wood. ig section would be adjacent 
to the land which we now own; it would not be far from the 
School and could furnish fuel wood for many yeare to come. At 
No 4 we would like to get a section for farming.

Referring to your memorandum of Jamuary 
25, files 3100466, 3869835 and 608331 T & G., herewith, 
the land claimed by Mr. Mercer at Sross “ake is shown 
as Lot 1, Group 423, on the official plan of township 
65, range 3, west of the Principal meridian, dated 15th 
November, 1926. 


The parcels described as Lot 2, Group 423 
on this plan and on the official plan of township 65 
range 2, west of the Principal meridian, dated 25th 
August, 1928, were surveyed to comprise the 447 acres 
originally requested for the Indian Boarding School after 
deducting the Mercer lot. These two group lots include 
fractional section 1 north of lake and all of section 12, 
township 65-3-Pr. except fractional legal subdivision 15, 
comprising 3.9 acres as shown on the township plan. The 
balance of the lands applied for in township 65-2-Pr. 
are shown on the official plan of that township and the 
usual form of description should be used for the lands 
required on these two plans. 


The transfer of the three hay meadows in 
township 64, ranges 2 and 3, west of the Principal meridian 
will present some difficulty. If one of them comprises 
the whole of island C shown on plan 37152 it would be 
possible to describe it as such in a transfer but if it 
does not comprise the whole island it would be in the 
same category as the meadows on islands A and B where the 
meadows appear to be vested in the Dominion while the 
balance of the islands have transferred to the province. 


It would seem necessary for the Dominion 
to define by survey the boundaries of the lands reserved 
for hay before the transfer is made.

Re: Cross Lake-Wabowden Road. 


Honourable Sir: 


The work proposed for this year on our Residential 
School is practically completed. The walls have been built 
up and the building closed. Though the expenses exceed 
considerably the grant allowed for, I feel confident you 
will not be deceived, as you have seen the conditions of the 
building and the size of it. If we keep in mind the distances 
and difficulties for transport, the late season in which the 
work had to be carried on, I think we should feel satisfied 
at the amount of work done. 


We have appreciated your kind cooperation and feel 
much obliged to you. 


I have to state it has not only been preparation 
for the future welfare of the Indians, but also a very important 
and very needed help for the Indians of this reserve. Their 
condition would have been at worst had not this construction 
started on. It has meant for them a decent living last fall 
and for the first part of the winter. In as much as we could, 
we have endeavoured to give a chance of earning to everyone 
of this settlement. I should say it has been their salvation. 
The prospects for fur were so poor that the traders did not 
care to give out a nickel in debt. 


Now the trapping season is opened and the forecasts 
have come to reality: fur is very scarce and prices for most 
of the furs are low. It is easy to foresee poverty for the 
severe part of the winter: January and February, which is 
always a very poor trapping time. 


Having this in mind and considering the real need 
we have of a suitable road to the railway station, Wabowden 
on H. B. Ry-, I wish to recommend this work to your attention 
and ask for a grant of about two thousand (#2,900.) dollars to 
have this road out and improved. 


The necessity of this road is undoubted. During the 
winter months, it 1s the only way of communication with outside. 
Although the important amount of freight comes by boat, every 
winter there is always a fair quantity coming over this road. 
This winter especially mn account of the construction, over 
sixty tone will have to be taken in this way. Furthermore, 
many of the trappers take their fur up to Wabowden where they 
get far better priees for them and pay less for the goods 
they buy. There is Jots of traffic on this road. One point 
that needs consideration is the mail service we are requesting 
to be done by horses or dogs. It was giving better 
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accommodation than the air mail service and was costing less. 
We ask to come back to the old way, which was the best for 
this settlement. 


The actual road is but a trapper's path which leads 
through muskegs, creeks, hills and is in no way proper for 
freighting and travelling with horses. The proposed road 
would be more level, more sheltered and shorter by at least 
eight to ten miles. 


The road we are asking for has been cut for about 
half way. With the grant we request, the cutting could be 
completed and the road improved and opened for transport. 


The Provincial Government has already beeh asked 
for a grant. I am sure they will agree to cooperate. 


Mr. P. Sutherland is well aware about this road 
and could give you other particulars if negvessary. 


I take the opportunity to recommend for the success 
of the Day School the corduroying of a swamp between the 
school and the reserve. When children can not come by canoe, 
they are prevented to come to school on account of this swamp 
and two creeks at each side of it. Two bridges would have to 
be erected and the swamp corduroried. 


I suggest you these works as I sincerely think that 
help will have to be given to the Indians this winter. I 
trust this will meet your approval and be granted if any 
money is available at the present. 


Re: Muskrat Farms. 


Last summer in the short talk we had during your very 
pleasant visit, I had told you about the necessity of muskrats 
farms. I heartily believe that it is time to make steps forward 
in this direction. Undoubtedly there will be difficulties 
to establish them, but at any rate they should be undertaken 
if we want to assure to our Indians a living. 


On the land owned by the Res. School, there are some 
creeks. I will try to convince the Indians not to trap the 
muskrats there. This experiment will give us an idea of how 
much they can increase when they are left alone. 


With my sincere thanks for your devotédness to the 
Indians Affairs, receive my heartfelt wishes for a very 
Merry Chsistmas and joy, prosperity and success in your important 
and difficult office. May the Almighty bestow upon you and 
upon all those you care for His most precious blessings.

Reverend Albert Chamberland, 0.M.I., Principal 
of the Indien Residential School at Cross Lake, Manitoba, 
in a letter to the Minister dated December 29, 19358, asks 
among other things for a grant of approximately $2,900.00 
for the construction of a winter road between the school 
at Cross Lake and Wabowden, a station on the Hudson 
Bay Railway, « distance of approximately 45 miles. 


Father Chamberland intimates in his connmunication 
that the major portion of his freight and the supplies 
necessary for the operation of the residential school have 
peen reaching the institution by boat. The officials of 
this Branch sre of the opinion that this is the most inex- 
pensive and satisfactory method of transporting pi to 
the Cross Lake School. ‘The Principal is of the opinion 
however that the road shouldé be constructed as 4 me il route 
and as « transportation route that would enable the trappers 
of the district to secure a better price for their furs when 
delivered at Wabowden, The Principal estimates that at least 
60 tons of supplies necessery for the rebuilding of the 
Cross Lake School will pass over the route this winter. It 
is not st all likely however that a grant, if made now, 
could be utilized in time to reconstruct the road for trans- 
<= of the goods necessary for the pbuilding of the 
school. 


In view of these facts, it is difficult to see 
how the - 
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how the suggested grant of $2,000 could be legitimately 
charged to any of the appropriations of this Branch. 

It has not been at any time the policy of the Department 
to pay for the construction of roads on lends other than 
those within actual boundaries of Indien reserves. 


Father Chamberland suggests the corduroying 
of the swamp between the sehool and the Indian reserve. 
This is a project that might be undertaken by the Indians 
now in receipt of relief at Cross Lake. If you so desire, 
I shall be glad to communicate with the Indian Agent 
with the object of having this work undertaken by the 
Indians, on the understanding that the project is to be 
—- in return for rations supplied by the Depart- 
ment. 


Father Chamberland refers to a conversation 
he had with the Minister last summer, relating to the 
development of muskrat areas in the district. You are 
probably aware that we are at present negotiating with 
the Provincial Government in an attempt to secure an area 
of aqgoenmenney 10,000 acres in the Cross Lake district 
for the use of Indians. [It is in my judgment useless to 
talk of the development of muskrat areas at Cross Lake 
or the conservation of fur life in the district until an 
understanding has been reached with the Provincial Govern~ 
ment in respect to the lands now under consideration. 
It is our intention, however, to continue these negot- 
dations until a settlement measurably satisfactory to ell 
perties is reached. 


Mr. Halcrow made a survey of the Cross Lake 
distriet about a year ago with the object of determining 
the possibilities of the area for muskrat development. 
His report containing certain specific recommendations 
is now in possession of this Branch.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of Mr M.Christianson's 
letter No; 123-1-9 of the 8th February 1939, and in reply, 
to say that I visited the Cross Lake Reserve last wekk, and 
discussed the matter of the corduroying of the road mentioned 
by the Rev: Father Chamberland in his letter, with Father 
Chamberland himself. 


This road would not be on the Cross Lake Indian 
Reserve, but would run from the R.C.Mission, on the east 
side of the lake, northwards round the lake shore to the 
Hudson's Bay Com y store. The road would run through 
certain lands belonging to the Department and allotted to 
the R.C.Residential School for their use, throu 1 short 
atretch of unoccupied Provincial land, and throt some 
private property on the north end of the lake, b onging to 
a@ man named McLeod, through the U.C.Church property and 
the Hudson's Bay Co's property. 


There is, of course, already 4 sort of foot path 
here now, that has been in use for many years, and I would 
think that the private property owners, through whose land 
this path runs, could not close it, though whether or not 
they would consent to having the path widened to make a 
roadway would be something to consider. Yather Chamberland's 
idea, is to make the road wide enough for teams of horses 
to travel on, a8 well as to accomodate the day school pupils, 
as this would facilitate their going to the school's hay 
lands with teams to haul hay, anc other work, in the summer 
months.

At your request, I am pleased to forward with a sketch 
of the proposed road we were talking about on your last visit, and 
also I give you an approximate value of what it would cost.

He recommended that 
those re who are in good health should be given their dis- 
charge n they reach 14 years of age, in order that they 
can be returned to their pooome or guardians, with a view to 
acquiring a knowledge of hunting and trapping, which will be 
the main source of their future livelihood. 


The Department considers that it would be in the 
interests of the boys to be granted their discharge at 14 
years of age, as they should by that time have acquired an 
education sufficient to meet their future needs. You may, 
therefore, inform the Principal of the Cross Lake Indian 
Residential School that, when he considers that a boy, upon 
attaining his fourteenth birthday, should receive his dis- 
charge, he should make application to ths Department, through 
your office, in the usual mamer. 


It ie not intended that all boys, upon reaching 
14 years of age, are to be discharged, but, as atated, only 
those who are in sufficiently healthy condition to accompany 
their parents or dens in order to acquire a knowledge 
of hunting, trapp » ete.

My dear Mr. Phelan: 


In a letter dated December 12, 1938, your Indian Agent 
at Norway House, Mr. P. G. Lazenby, approved the admission of 
Nancy and Henrietta Dixon to the Cross Lake Indian Residential 
School but, in a communication dated December 27, 1938, he 
informed the Principal that he had received instructions from 
Ottawa to the effect that Nancy and Henrietta Dixon having been 
baptized and brought up as protestants were not eligible for 
admission to the Cross Lake Indiam Residential School and were 
to be returned to their father at the earliest possible date. 


On receipt of this letter from Mr. Lazenby, father 
Boissin interviewed the father of the Dixon children and asked 
him if it was his desire that his children be dismissed from the 
Cross Lake Residential School and returned to him. Adam Dixon 
then stated that it was his express wish that his children be 
kept in the Cross Lake School. He then made the enclosed 
declaration before Mr. Jack Wright, the Police Magistrate for 
the District of Norway House. 


It being the will of Adam Dixon thet his children be 
educated in a Catholic School, Bishop Lajeunesse informs me that 
he cannot accept the decision of the Department, his claim 
being that the will of the parents in matters of education is 
Supreme and recognized as such in an opinion given by the 
Department of Justice on January 5, 1922. You are no doubt 
acquainted with this opinion and 1 need not quote it here; it 
will be found in a letter written by Mr. D. C. Scott to Mr. Bunn 
on Octobér 16, 1922. I am enclosing a copy of Bishop Lajeunesse's 
letter to me bearing on this case and dated the 13th instant.

I beg to forward herewith for the Department's 
information, a copy of a letter I have received from Rev: 
H.Boissin 0.M.I. the Principal of the Jack River section of 
the Cross Lake R.C.Residential School, ragarding one of the 
pupils named George Menow, who was admitted to the school 
last December. This pupil's number is 137, and he is 10 
years of age. 


A few days prior to receiving Father Boissin's 
letter, this boy's mother came to see me, and told me that 
the boy would not stay at the school, but was continually 
running home. I have also had a talk with the boy's father 
Johnnie Menow, and from what I can gather, it would appear 
that the boy is not normal mentally. I suggested to the 
boy's father that we might send him to the school at Cross 
Lake, but he was afraid that the boy might get himself 
drowned if he tried to get home in the summer time. 


I would recommend that the boy be discharged 
and that another pupil be secured in his place. 


Will you kindly advise me of the Department's 
opinion in the matter.

In September last, Mr C.Roberts, Acting Indian 
Agent, brought to the attention of the Vepartment, the matter 
of certain alleged Protestant children being admitted as pupils 
of The R.C.Residential School at vross Lake, namely, the children 
of Albert Richard of Cross Leake Band, and I would refer you to 
Mr R.A.Hoey's letter No; 123-1-10 dated 26th September 1941, in 
reply. Mr Roberts also wrote to the Principal of the k.C. 
School at Cross Lake in the matter, and I enclose herewith for 
your information, a copy of father Trudeau's reply. 


Section 10, sub-section 2 of the Indian Act, 
provides that "...no Protestant child shall be assigned to 
ta Roman Catholic School,...... and no Roman Catholic child 
"shall be assigned to a Protestant school,....", but the 
act does not define just what shall determine the religion 
of the child. 


rom Father Trudeau's letter, it appears clear 
that he accepts the Baptismal Ceremony as being the determining 
factor, but from the final paragraph of Mr Hoey's letter, 
mentioned above, it would appear that the wistes of the father, 
(Protestant in the case of Albert kichard's children), should 
have some bearing on the matter. 


I beg to mention now, an instance which came to 
my attention yesterday. John Paupanakis, No; 590 Norway House 
Band, was married about 1923. He is a Protestant, and his wife 
a Catholic. They were married by an anglican Minister. Their 
eldest child, Frank, was brought up as 4 Protestant, and attended 
the Jack Kiver Church of @ngland Day School here until he passed 
Grade 8. ‘Two other children were baptized by a Catholic Priest

Cross Lake. Yesterday John Paupanakis approached the Principal 
of the United Church Residential School here at Norway House, 
with a view of having another of his children, (also I under- 
stand, baptized by a Catholic Priest), admitted to this school 
after the coming summer holidays. Wheat is to determine the 
proper school to which this child should be sent; the wish of 
the father, who is Protestant, or the fact that the child was 
paptized according to the Catholic faith? 


There is quite a number of cases of this kind, 
which are causing considerable dissension, and I beg to request 
that a definite and unmistakable ruling ¥HIHE be brought down, 
legal if possible, stating clearly what shall determine the 
religion of minor children; whether they shall be regarded as 
being of the same religion as their father, regardless of 
baptism, or otherwise. There may possibly be something in 
Givil Law which would settle the matter. If such a legal 
ruling can be made, T would recommend that Section 10, sub- 
section 2 of the Indian Aet be amended so as to inelude such 
ruling. 


vor your further information, and to show the 
extent to which this mixing up of children has occurred, I 
am attaching hereto 4 copy of a statement handed to me some 
months ago, by the Prineipal of The Norway house Residential 
School. I may say that I have checked this statement with 
Gensus records as secured last summer by Mr C.Roberts, as to 
the religion of the parents concerned, and with the quarterly 
returns of the two schools concerned, with respect to the 
children. I may also say that prior to the Census record 
taken last summer, there were no records on file showing the 
religion of the Indians. With regard to the third paragpaph 
of the statement, I may say that the Census records taken last 
summer, show both Norman Yellowback and Edmund McKay as 
belonging to the United Church, though they may possible have 
become affiliated with the R.C.Church since that time.

this is the reason why they have been accepted in the school after they 
were Catholics. 


All the children of Albert Richards and his wife are koman 
Catholic so Albert is the only one of the family who is Protestant. 


fommy and Ada Hleonore oss were baptized Vatholic long 
ago on the request of their parents. In fact I have baptized 
Wleonore Ross myself about ten years 4g0. 


Thomas Albert oss is the only one who was accepted into 
the school before being baptized 4 Catholic, but as his mother wanted 
him to be a catholic he had to be taken into the school to be thaught 
the religion before he could be baptized.

the church records there, this girl, Mabel Thersese Ross 
was baptized at the United Church in Cross Lake, on April 
8th 1934 by Rev: S.D.Gaudin D.Ds As stated in my letter 
to the Department of December llth, I wrote ig the Principal 
of the Cross Lake Residential School, asking, o advise me how 
this child came to be a candidate for this school, as her 
parents and all the rest of the family were members of the 
United Church, and I quote the following from his letter in 
reply:- 


"When Therese Mabel Ross was about five years old, her 
"father Lazarus Ross gave her to his father to stay with 
"him. At the same time Lazarus told his father: I want 
"this little girl to be a catholic and to pray like you. 
"Not very long after Therese Mabel was bappized in the 
"Catholic Religion by Rev. Father A,Chamberland on the 24th 
"December 1939 and has been a catholic since that time. 
"She then became elegible candidate for Catholic School as 
"the law of the Department is 'No catholic child should be 
tin a protestant school and vice vers...' 


So last summer, Therese Mabel Ross being of school sge I 
“Yasked her father Lazarus Ross if he intended to put his 
“daughter at the Cross Lake School? He answered me 'I want 
to put her here but I don't know what to do now as I saw 
the Indian Agent about this not long ago and he told me 
that I could not put her in the Cross Lake School but at 
Norway House School'. Then I told Lazarus Ross: may be 
"the Agent does not know your daughter is catolic. Being 
"a catholic she ought to be in a catholic school. you 
"want to put her in our school you can do it, so he aad." 


"A proof that he wanted his daughter here is that he 
"himself duly signed the application form for admission." 
"Before leaving for the harvest Lazarus Ross told his wife 
to bring the little girl after the children holidays. The 
"day the children came back to school Mrs Lazarus Ross 
"brought her daughter here which is another proof that 
"Lazarus Ross and his wife wanted their daughter to be in 
"the Cross Lake school. 


"I believe that these facts will show you how Therese 
Mabel Ross came to be a candidate of the Cross Lake 


- school - 
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school and that she was neither put here by her grandfather 
as you stated in your letter nor against the will of her 
parents who deliberately signed the Application form for 
Admission and brought her to the school." 


From the last gevereee"t paragraph, quoted from 
the Prinecipalts letter, it might appear that I had stated 
in my letter to him that the girl had been placed in the 
school by her grandfather, and against the will of her 
parents, which would not be correct. What I did was to 
mention in my letter what Lazarus Ross, the girl's father 
had stated to me, and to make this particular matter clear 
I enclose herewith the duplicate copy of the letter I wrote 
to the Principal. 


I beg to refer you to my letter of April 15th 
1942, and the penultimate paragraph thereof particularly, 
in which I asked that if possible, the Depar$ment make 
gome. definite ruling in the matter of determining what 
ghall be regarded as the religion of a n Indian minor. 
My only cohcern in this matter of course, is to enable 
me to see that children of school age are sent to the 
istes school, and until such a ruling is made, these 
4fficulties will undoubtedly continue.

A few days ago I received a letter from the 
Indian Agent at Norway House quoting the following from the 
Department's letter:- 


"Prom the information we have received we do not

I am at a lost to send this boy home now as

Wilkie Halcrow was married to Alphonsine Cook I consent to

made by both parties that:'all the children born from their 
marriage,either boy or irl,should all ba baptized and brought 
up in the Catholic fa fSo the promise was made and witnessed 
as you can see by @ Copy of the Church Records sent herewith. 


So last fall when William Sandy Halcrow was 
brought to the school by his mother, I never thought for a 
moment that this child could not be eligible for the mchool. 
The Application form could not be signed by the father as he 
was at God's Lake about 160 miles from here. I told the mother 
about it but she answer’ that her husband had told her to put 
the child in the school. Any way she was forced to do it as 
she was not receiving enough support from her husband and 
was almost starving here at Cross Lake with her son. 


After mrs Halcrow had put her son into the 
School she wrote to her husband and told him. He answered her 
that he was glad that his boy was in the school here. 

So considering these facts I am hoping that 
the Department will see that thie William Halcrow is eligible 
for the school and will soon notified me that he is admitted 
to our School.

I was not aware that this moy's mother had gohe 
to The Pas. When I wrote the Department on October leth 
last regarding the boy's application, I understood that 
she was at home on the Cross Lake Reserve. 


I note from Father Trudeau's letter to the Depart- 

ment, that this boy was baptized into the Catholic faith, 

and that at the time of their marriage, the parents had 
apparently promised that any children born to them should 

be brought up in the Catholic faith. Then against that 
there is the father's written and signed declaration to 

the effect that he wishes the boy removed from the Cross 

Lake R.C.School, and placed in the U.C.School at Norway House. 


The Application for Admission in this case has been 
signed by the mother, but not by the father. If the father 
refuses to sign the application, what is to be regarded as 
the determining factor in rendering a decision as to what 
school the boy should be sent? Is it to be the wishes of 
the father, or the fact that the boy was baptized into the 
Catholic faith? I have asked the Department on a previous 
occasion, for a definite ruling in this matter, but no such 
ruling has as yet been given so farg as I know, and until 


- such - 
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such a ruling is handed down, these difficulties are 
bound to continue. 


Section 10, sub-section (2) of the Indian Act 
provides that "...no Protestant chhld shall be assigned 
to a Roman Catholic School, ...+«. and no Roman Catholic 
child shall be assigned to a Protestant school..«»", but 
the Act does not define what constitutes a "Protestant 
Child" or a “Roman Catholic Child" 


My only reason for asking that some definite 
ruling be given as above, is that I may be able to see 
that children are placed promptly in the. proper schools 
when they are of the proper age.

over-crowding in the Crosse Lake Boarding School. I was only 
partially successful om this trip as I found that the Prin- 
Cipal was uway. However I took the matter up with the Nursing 
ane there and explained the situation to hercrather care- 
ye 


Om arrival at the School I found that Father 
Trudeau had already discharged certain girls for one reason 
or another. Thus, Resilda Thomas, Florence Masson, Agnes Ross sand 
Bleanor Ross had already been sent home. Three children had 
been sent to the Norway House Hospital namely, Nora Jane Ross, 
Stella Keepre, and Collim Mamegesiac and on my return here I 
brought Btiemme Froge with me for admission to hospital. I ine 
structed the nurse to admit as patients in their infirmary, 
Julia Hastings, Theresa Thomas, Raymond Monias, Adele Trout, 
and Johm “illiam MeKay. These students had or have had very 
recently Brythema-Nodosum and were running temperatures. I 
imstructed her te have Johnny Scatoh, Richard Médidd{ 8 
and Ile Momias discharged from the School as they had no 
been accepted by the Department.

In a letter received two days ago from Mr. P.G. 
Lazenby, Indian Agent at Norway ouse, I am notified that the 
Department was uot prepared to approve the Admission of 
Johnny Scateh, Illa Momias,and Frederick Ross to our Sehool. 
The Agent quotes The Department's Letter ho: 125-1-10 of the 
lst off April 1945;- 


“In view of the recent report of Dr.Corrigan 
“regarding sam health conditionsat this school 
"The Department feels that it is inadvisible 
"to admit any further the present 
"time. Consequently we 
“approve their admission." 

I wish to point out to the Department that these 
children were not admitted into the school since the recent 
wisit of Dr.Corrigan but have been in the school since the 
{st of October 1942.The Applicatioms for Admission of these 
children could not be seat vefore, as I had to wait for the 
coming of the doctor to fill in the physical examination. 
The doctor came in the beginning of September and his next 
visit was only in March.Six months without the visit of the 

doctor seems to be too long. 


Since the visit of the doctor I have discharged 
two girls at the end of the March quarter, Then, two boys and 
one girl have been sent to Norway House Hospital. wother 
girl who was sent to the hospital aud was under doctor's 
examination for three weeks was sent back to her home by 
the doctor .I have also sémt home two girls who had been 
for more then a month.In fact the doctor told me to send 


home as he thought she had Tele « 


So at present we have only 89 children in residence 
counting Johmy Seatch,Illa Momias and Frederick Rosse 
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When I received the notifacation from the Agent I could not 


send these tmree children home as their parents had gone away 
for rat hunting and I had no means to send then, 


So as these children were not admitted into the school 
since the recent report of doctor Corrigan,but have been in 
since the lst of October,and owing to the fact that I shall not 
be in a position to send them home untill the return of their 
parents, at the end of May,I am kindly asking the Department 
to prove of their admission.Our school ia approved for 100 
children and at present even counting these three children 
we have only 89 in residence.Dr.Corrigan thought that if we 
had so much sicknees lately,it was vecause our school was too 
crowdy.The only reason,I think is that there has been an 
epidemic of influenza on the reserve since the middle of Januarg 
which reached its peak in March.Nearly all the indians had it 
twice and so the children.There was no doctor and no nurse on 
the reserve to stop this epidemic and the nurse of the school 
had more than she could do here.iiven if she had wanted. to 
try to do it,she did not have the medecines to do it. 


As I could not send these children home and as it is 
expensive to keep them without receiving the grant,I hope that 
the Department will be prepared to approve their admission 
nowWe

In reply to your letters of October the 27th to 
Charlie Sinclair & Sandy Cook, I wish to let you know that 
these two men and all the members of their families are 
Catholics. These boys went astray and for a while joined 
the United Church but they soom found out their mistake and came 
pack to the Uatholic faith in which they had been brought up. 
Sandy Cook came back to his church three years ago and 
Charlie Sinclair one year and a half ago. I must point out 
also that Sandy Cook's wife and children were never members 
of the United Church but himself only. 


Regardless of this fact I don't see why you could 
refuse to these men the privilege to choose for their children 
the school where they want to send them, and this without 
being obliged to give their reasons for doing so. 


On the Application forms signed by the parents 
and witnesses it is said clearly to which religion the 
children belong, and the forms which are sent with the Quar 
terly Returns for the admission of the new children during 
the quarter also mention the religious denomination of the 
parents. As these are official documents I don't see why you 
have to write for some more explanations unless you do not 
consider these official documents to be truthful. 


As for Christina Sinclair I told Charlie that she 
was under age but he insisted on having her in the school 
as he was hard up this year and did not want her to be 
destitute at home.

of William D'arcis, who are named Elsie, Margaret, and Nay 
respectively. 


I have had no word from the Trusts Branch in 
connection with this matter as yet, and I have now to advise 
the Department that Williem DtaArcis, the father of these 
three children, died suddenly at God's Lake on December 6th 
last. They now have no parents or guardians, and this 
aspect of the matter Should probably now be taken into 
consideration by the frusts Sranch. 


If the Department approves of the taking of a 
vote to admit these three children as members of God's Lake 
Band, and the vote is favourable, should they be given a 
band number of their own, separate from any relatives that 
might still be living. The mother of these children, was u 
daughter of David Bee, No; 13 God's Lake Band. Vavid himself 
died last January, but his wife is still living, though she is 
now about 85 years old.

I have just returned from a trip to Cross Lake 
where I checked over the schools. I found one thing 
whieh I did not think was quite right, namely that 
Day School pupils were being taken in the Boarding 
School. I believe there were 22 Day School students 
over and above the 90 students already in attendance 
as ban rders. On top of this two or three of the 
22 are non-treaty children. I consider this school 
already overcrowded as I have pointed out to the 
Department before. I believe this is a highly 
undesireable situa tion to exist, and in view of 
the fact that there is now in operation at Cross Lake 
a Public School I see no reason that. non-treaty 
children should be allowed to attend the boarding 
school. 2xtxtk The same condition existe at the 
Roman Catholic boarding school at Norway House. 


I suppose I do not need to pointout my 
oposition to this idem . But aside from the daily 
and constant exposure of a select group of children 
to the common acute infections they are exposed to 
such things as lice, scabies and impetago with its 
resulting disadvantages. As & matter of fact this 
was how the matter was first drawn to my attention. 
I noticed that one of the Boarding School Students 
was lousy. Father Chamberland has told me it is 
a very bad arrangement to have day students and 
boarders mingling together, as it is so much harder 
to maintain discipline. 


I talked this matter over carefully with 
Indian Agent Goodman and we both believe this was a 
bad time at which to make any sudden or drastic change. 
With the advent of the Family Allowance, all children 
are compelled to go to school where schools are available, 
and ‘this has necesitated the crowding in to the Boarding

schools of day pupils. The fault is entirely our own 

as we have not sufficient day schools. For that reason 

I do not see why the Bow rding Schools should be penalized 
in taking in these extra children. The Family Allowance 
Act states that children must attend schools only where 
schools are available and if the school is not available 
there is no-reason that the allowance should not be gppaid. 
The Government cannot and will not deprive children of 
priviledges because of its own neglect. In the case of 
the two non-treaty children at Cross Lake there is ab- 
solutely no reason why they should not be attending the 
Public School.
